We  send  our  greetings.  As  we  read  your  epistles 
we  welcomed  you  to  the  center  of  our  Yearly 
Meeting.  We  wish  to  express  our  thanks  for  your 
messages  and  now  try  to  convey  to  you  the  spirit 
of  our  meeting. 

We  can  still  say  that  we  have  experienced  a time 
of  new  beginning,  emphasized  by  change  and 
looking  forward  in  our  national  government,  and 
confirmed  by  the  truth  we  have  tried  to  find  in 
and  through  one  another. 

In  our  wrestling  for  the  truth  we  have 
encountered  many  paradoxes,  but  the  paradoxes 
themselves  urge  us  to  grow  deeper  in  the  love  of 
God  to  find  the  single  shining  light  of  truth.  We 
would  ask  you  to  labor  with  us  to  achieve  the 
balance  which  can  hold  us  all  more  firmly  in  the 
Divine  Light. 

We  have  dwelt  in  discussion  and  meditation  on 
the  problem  of  justice  and  mercy.  While  this 
problem  came  to  us  in  the  context  of  our  feelings 
about  Richard  Nixon,  we  were  drawn  to  look  to 
oursevles.  Who  among  us  can  be  certain  of  our 
own  conduct  in  that  seat  of  power? 

We  have  found  unity  in  our  public  minutes  of 
concern.  These  included  opposition  to  the 
exploitation  of  farm  workers,  opposition  to  prison 
construction,  support  for  amnesty,  and  support 
for  the  right  of  individual  moral  choice  in  the 
matter  of  abortion.  The  Yearly  Meeting  was 
deeply  moved  by  a report  of  repression  and 
suffering  in  Korea  and  United  States  participation 
in  that  repression.  We  have  not  minuted  our 
concerns  on  personal  order  but  a great  deal  of

The  Junior  High  Friends  at  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting  during  the  third  week  of  the  eighth  month 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord  nineteen  hundred  and 
seventy-four  have  come  together  in  community  to 
share  in  our  lives  as  Friends.

discussion  has  taken  place  on  topics  such  as: 
marriage  enrichment,  personal  freedom  and  human 
sexuahty,  and  simple  living. 

We  have  found  a greater  measure  of 
sponteneity,  have  been  able  to  ask  one  another  to 
look  beyond  the  modes  and  patterns  of  the  past, 
and  give  to  one  another  a freedom  from  the 
stunting  and  warping  expectations  and  demands 
that  the  ignorant  habits  of  our  time  ordain  for  us. 

We  have  been  saying  that  only  in  granting  a 
fullness  of  life  to  others,  men*  to  women,  women 
to  men,  parents  to  children,,  children  to  parents, 
the  young  to  the  old,  and  the  old  to  the  young, 
can  we  find  fullness  of  hfe  for  ourselves.  We  are 
finding  that  the  roles  we  demand  others  to  play 
shut  us  off  from  each  other  and  condemn  us  to  a 
poverty  of  spirit  out  of  which  no  growth  is 
possible,  no  joy  springs.  But  then  we  turn  and  ask, 
“But  what  must  I do?” 

In  our  searching  for  answers  we  have  been  more 
conscious  this  year  of  our  traditions  and  Quaker 
heritage;  we  have  talked  of  prayer  and  healing,  of 
grace  and  Christ,  of  God’s  love  for  us  and  ours  for 
God.  We  need  to  learn  to  be  comfortable  about 
this  spiritual  nature  of  the  total  Quaker  experience 
and  find  courage  to  share  it  with  each  ofiier.  We 
are  seeking  new  ways  and  absorbing  other 
traditions  to  realize  our  oneness  more  perfectly. 

We  have  gloried  in  the  joy  of  fellowship  and 
tried  to  go  deeper  into  the  meaning  and  experience 
of  community  and  harmony,  simplicity  and  truth.

Pacific  Yearly  Meeting 


North  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  met  from  July  11 
to  July  14  of  this  year  at  Fort  Worden  State  Park 
on  the  edge  of  Port  Townsend,  Washington.  The 
first  of  the  four  business  sessions  was  set  aside  for 
the  presentation  of  business  with  no  action  taken. 
In  the  three  following  sessions  the  most  difficult 
and  time  consuming  item  was  the  exact  working  of 
the  Minute  of  Amnesty.  There  was  general 
agreement  beforehand  on  the  need  for  such  a 
minute  and  in  the  end  a wording  was  achieved  that 
met  with  the  approval  of  all.  This  minute  is  being 
sent  to  Congressmen  of  the  Northwest,  the  FCNL, 
newspapers  of  the  Northwest,  the  Council  of 
Churches,  etc.  In  addition  Monthly  Meetings  are 
being  asked  to  consider  the  suggestions  for  action 
compiled  by  some  concerned  Friends. 


Minute  on  Amnesty 

North  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  of  the  Religious 
Society  of  Friends  (Quakers)  pleads  for  the  healing 
of  this  land.  We  earnestly  desire  the  release  from 
exile  or  prison  of  those  thousands  of  young  men 
estranged  from  their  homes  because  of  the  war  in 
Southeast  Asia.  We  urge  our  government  to  grant 
total  unconditional  amnesty  to  these  men. 

We  further  urge  that  ways  be  found  to  clear  the 
record  of  those  who  have  suffered  due  to  military 
or  Selective  Service  laws  which  discriminate 
against  them  because  of  their  opposition  to  the 
war  in  Southeast  Asia.

Kenneth  Bennett,  a 
member  of  the  Quaker  staff  at  the  United  Nations, 
spoke  on  the  topic  “Quaker  Work  at  the  United 
Nations,  1974.”  John  Willard  of  the  Seattle  AFSC 
staff  brought  to  Yearly  Meeting  his  deep  concern 
for  the  problems  facing  Native  Americans,  among 
them  the  fact  that  “reaction  to  the  Boldt  decision 
by  non-Indian  fishing  interests  threatens  tragic  and 
senseless  violence”.  Yearly  Meeting  approved 
urging  monthly  meetings  and  individual  friends  to 
inform  themselves  during  the  coming  year  in  order 
that  an  intelligent  consideration  of  this  problem 
can  be  made  at  next  Yearly  Meeting.

1974-1.  Richard  Manners,  Jeanne  Lohmann  and 
Mel  Marshall  were  named  to  the  Epistle 
Committee.  (This  year’s  Epistles  are  included 
elsewhere  in  the  BuMtiin.)  Approved. 

1974-7.  (The  following  minute  on  amnesty  was 
approved  and  is  to  be  sent  to  the  President, 
California’s  U.S.  Senators,  the  press  and  various 
Monthly  Meetings  within  PYM.  Monthly  Meetings 
were  encouraged  to  convey  this  message  to  the 
members  of  Congress  representing  their  districts.): 

“Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  of  the  Religious  Society 
of  Friends  (Quakers),  meeting  at  Moraga, 
California,  on  August  14,  1974,  notes  with 
approval  that  President  Ford,  in  his  address  to 
Congress  and  the  nation  on  August  12,  expressed 
the  need  for  reconciliation,  and  promised  to  listen 
to  all  the  people,  to  seek  unity,  and  to  restore  in 
America  a belief  of  decency  and  fairness. 

“In  the  light  of  those  words,  we  recall  to  the 
President  that  he  has  inherited  a bitter  burden.  We 
speak  of  the  matter  of  amnesty  in  connection  with 
the  Vietnam  War. 

“The  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting,  therefore,  praying 
that  this  nation  may  begin  to  regain  a sense  of 
unity  and  common  purpose,  urges  the  President 
and  the  Congress  of  the  United  States: 

“l)To  bring  about  a general  and  unconditional 
amnesty  for  all  who  disobeyed  laws  and 
orders  which,  if  observed,  would  have 
involved  them  in  the  war  system  during  the 
continuing  Indochina  War. 

2)  To  expunge  their  criminal  records. 

3)  To  restore  their  civil  liberties. 

4)  To  drop  all  present  and  future  prosecutions 
and  to  free  those  currently  under  legal 
restraint.” 

1974-13.  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  of  the 
Religious  Society  of  Friends,  gathered  together  at 
Saint  Mary’s  College,  affirms  once  more  its  deep 
concern  over  the  lack  of  any  provision  in  law  for  a 
fair  and  impartial  means  for  insuring  that  those 
who  seek  to  represent  farm  workers  are  freely 
chosen  by  the  workers  themselves. 

To  the  Congress  and  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  and  to  all  state  legislators  and  governors, 
we  say  that  we  must  no  longer  accept  the  shame  of 
complacency  toward  those  whose  toil  has  provided 
a wealth  of  food  for  our  tables,  while  they  and 
their  children  have  suffered  under  conditions 
which  we  ought  not  to  have  tolerated. 

To  Members  of  the  Legislature  and  the 
Governor  of  California,  particularly  we  urge  your 
approval  of  Assembly  Bill  3370.  We  believe  that 
this  bill  offers  the  only  immediately  available 


opportunity  to  provide  a long-overdue  procedure 
for  secret  ballot  elections  to  determine  which 
union,  if  any,  farm  workers  themselves  wish  to 
choose  as  their  representative. 

1974-25.  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  releases  with 
regret,  and  commends  to  Intermountain  Yearly 
Meeting,  Santa  Fe  Friends  Meeting  and  New 
Mexico  Quarterly  Meeting  effective  at  the  close  of 
1973  session,  and  Phoenix  Monthly  Meeting 
effective  August  1974.  Phoenix  Meeting  needs 
notification  of  any  funds  available  to  them. 
Approved. 

1974-26.  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  approves  that 
the  Consultative  Committee  on  Organization  be 
laid  down.  (The  Committee  has  completed  its 
work.) 

1974-29.  The  new  Clerk  of  Nominating 
Committee  will  be  Ronald  Steelman  and  the  1977 
appointments  (as  recommended  by  the  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  to  name  the  Clerk  and  new  Members 
of  Nominating  Committee)  are  Catherine  Bruner, 
Dorene  Barns  and  Jonathan  Vogel.  Approved. 

1974-30.  The  Site  Committee  with  Larry  Perry 
as  Clerk  will  continue  as  now  constituted  for 
1916.  Approved. 

1974-31.  A Standing  Committee  on  Site  will  be 
established  to  give  some  overview  beyond  our 
immediate  needs.  Approved. 

1974-32.  Nominating  Committee  will  report  at 
Executive  Committee,  bringing  a Committee 
description,  function,  membership  and  length  of 
service  with  overlapping  appointments  and 
submitting  names  for  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Site.  Approved. 

1974-33.  The  Ad  Hoc  Subcommittee  on 
Homosexuality  has  prepared  a report  which  will  be 
offered  to  the  Bulletin  and  which  will  receive 
consideration  for  publication  by  the  Ministry  and 
Oversight  Committee,  Bulletin  Editor  and  the 
Bulletin  Committee.  Having  completed  its  work 
the  Subcommittee  is  laid  down  with  appreciation. 
Approved. 

1974-34.  A Directory  Committee  will  be 
established  to  prepare  and  collect  data  in  order  to 
publish  a Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  Directory. 
Approved. 

1974-35.  Olive  Goody koontz  will  represent 
PYM  at  Friends  General  Conference,  1975.  While 
her  membership  in  Phoenix  Meeting  now  places 
her  in  Intermountain  Yearly  Meeting,  she  is  a 
long-time  Friend  in  PYM  and  will  attend  and 
report  to  our  1975  session  as  well  as  submit  a 
covering  article  for  the  Friends  Bulletin.

From  high  on  its  headlands.  Fort  Worden 
once  guarded  Puget  Sound  (from  what,  we 
never  found  out).  The  guns  are  gone  now,  wild 
roses  and  blackberry  vines  spread  over  the 
massive  concrete  emplacements.  The  magazines 
are  empty  and  rather  fun  to  crawl  around  in. 
The  wind  blows  strong  and  chilly  from  the 
snowy  Olympics,  and  Mt.  Baker  stands  across 
the  water,  stark  white,  or  glowing  salmon  in 
the  evening  light. 

This  was  a good  place  for  Friends  to  come 
together  for  their  second  North  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting.  We  smiled  as  our  children  tumbled  or 
threw  frisbees  on  the  parade  ground  where 
soldiers  had  once  drilled.  We  were  pleased  to 
find  a place  with  an  adequate  campground  right 
on  the  beach,  a brief  walk  from  the  meeting 
place.  We  rejoiced  that  almost  one  third  of  us 
were  at  Yearly  Meeting  for  the  first  time. 

Although  we  were  perched  on  the  northwest 
corner  of  our  country,  far  from  the  traditional 
centers  of  Quaker  life,  we  did  not  feel  like 
isolated  Friends.  How  could  we,  when  among 
our  visitors  were  Friends  from  Geneva, 
Philadelphia,  California  Yearly  Meeting,  and 
from  the  Quaker  team  at  the  UN.  We  didn’t 
know  there  were  any  Friends  in  Astoria, 
Oregon  until  one  turned  up,  and  we  made  the 
acquaintance  of  a lively  little  new  group  in  Port 
Townsend. 

The  tensions  of  last  year  were  reduced.  We 
are  in  the  process  of  resolving  what  kind  of  a 
yearly  meeting  we  wish  to  be— a group  for 
pleasant  contacts  which  hopefully  will 
strengthen  the  lives  and  projects  of  our  local 
Meetings,  or  a vital  working  organism  full  of 
concern  and  activity,  or  neither,  or  both.  We 
are  still  experimenting  with  the  plan  of  having 
most  of  the  business  taken  care  of  by  a 
Steering  Committee,  which  meets  at  least  four 
times  a year.  Because  of  the  dedication  and 
hard  work  of  this  committee,  and  the  firmness 
and  imagination  of  our  Presiding  Clerk  Harold 
Carson,  we  were  able  to  keep  our  business 
sessions  orderly  and  mostly  constructive  in 
tone. 


We  tried  setting  aside  the  first  of  four 
business  sessions  for  the  presentation  of 
business,  with  no  action.  Succeeding  sessions 
then  proceeded  with  more  direction  because  of 
the  discussions,  both  formal  and  informal, 
which  took  place  in  the  intervening  days. 
Enthusiasm  and  attention  increased  throughout 
the  Meeting,  culminating  in  the  final  session 
with  the  acceptance,  after  much  labor,  of  a 
Minute  on  Amnesty  (see  below).  We  released 
some  of  the  strain  of  business  with  spontaneous 
ripples  of  laughter  and  by  happy  singing  under 
our  gentle  but  dynamic  song  leader,  Gery 
Hubbe.  Family  Fun  Night,  or  should  it  be 
called  Amateur  Talent  Night,  was  thoroughly 
delightful,  and  gave  rise  to  anecdotes  which  can 
only  "be  properly  related  in  person. 

A lot  of  time  was  available  for 

Worship-Fellowship  groups  and  Interest  groups 
(listed  below).  The  subjects  were  varied  and 
discussion  in  some  was  lively,  solemn  in  others, 
and  some  relied  on  the  knowledge  of  a 
specialist.  We  came  to  the  conclusion  that  some 
subjects  suit  this  pattern  better  than  'others,  but 
the  success  of  a sharing  group  really  depends 
upon  an  open  and  worshipful  attitude  plus 
considerable  personal  interest  towards  others. 

On  the  whole,  the  tone  tends  to  be  serious 
and  more  searching  than  last  year.  We  also 
roamed  the  beaches,  climbed  the  fortifications, 
played  tennis,  toured  old  homes  in  historic  Port 
Townsend,  or  just  sat  and  looked  at  the 
mountains  and  the  sailboats  on  the  water.  We 
loved  and  enjoyed  one  another  as  we  discussed 
and  sang  and  played  and  most  of  all  as  we 
worshipped  together.  We  came  to  know,  as  our 
Epistle  says,  that  we  really  are  a Yearly 
Meeting.

1974-38.  The  Nominating  Committee  report 
was  approved  (see  list  of  appointments  elsewhere 
in  this  Bulletin.) 

1974-39.  A Minute  of  Travel  was  approved  and 
will  be  written  for  Ferner  Nuhn  for  his  trip  to 
Friends  General  Conference,  October  3 thou^  5 
at  Moorestown,  New  Jersey,  as  a co-opted  member 
of  the  Committee  on  Christian  and  Interfaith 
Religions.

The  NPYM  is  a distinct  entity  now.  It  has 
arrived,  as  the  Epistle  says.  How  shall  I 
characterize  it?  At  Port  Townsend  we  are  trusting 
of  each  other,  in  the  sense  of  giving  ourselves 
without  fear  and  we  were  accepting  of  each  other, 
in  the  sense  of  receiving  without  undue  judgment. 
Perhaps  this  Yearly  Meeting,  because  of  its 
medium  size,  and  its  proximity  of  members  (which 
can  give  rise  to  further  meeting  throughout  the 
year),  allows  us  the  realism  of  true  fellowship.  The 
larger  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  with  its  distances  in 
space  and  time  makes  fellowship  somewhat  a 
fantasy.  There  is  a film  of  anonymity  at  PYM; 
rose-colored  glasses  perhaps?  NPYM  provides  the 
exercise  of  giving  and  receiving  which  we  want  to 
have  in  our  Monthly  Meeting  and  which  many  of 
us  barricade  against.  I wonder  if  it  is  the  elements 
of  size,  proximity  and  frequency  of  meeting  each 
other  which  could  stand  in  the  way  of  deeper 
fellowship  in  the  larger  and  in  the  smaller 
Meetings?  I do  think  the  Spirit  we  found  at  NPYM 
can  go  anywhere;  and  I’m  thankful  to  say  that 
NPYM  gives  us  the  annual  practice  and  proving 
ground  for  the  way  we  desire  to  relate  to  each 
other.
